Dr. Walker Asserts Nations 
Must Be Righteous 


Plan of Christ is Held to be 
Only Salvation 


Heroes of War Praised for 
Great Sacrifices

“Righteousness and peace have 
kissed eagh other,” Psalm 86:5. 

That was the theme of the serv- ' 
ice and the sermon at the First 
Church yesterday 
wh Rev. Hugh K. Walker dedi- 
cated this Sabbath to a Memorial 
Day service for America’s dead and 
living warriors and to peace. 

The service opened with an im- 
pressive organ prelude; which took 
“America Triumphant” and “In 


Memorian” for ite themes, after 
which we sang the doxology and 
repeated the Lord's Prayer. Then 
we all sang “My Country ‘Tis of 
| Thee,” led joyously by that able 
quartet which includes Lucille 
Bowley, soprano; Ada Arundel, 
alto; Ord Bohanan, tenor, and Les- 
Ue Brigham, baritone—with Sib- 
ley G. Pease at the organ, and 
young, old and middle-aged voices 
joining in enthusiastic accord.

Just as 
the spirit of co-operation and 
force, if necessary, famine and 
pestilence have been stamped out 
of a great part of the world, so 
by this same spirit of goodwill 
and work will war be eliminated 
from society. It was selfish, ig- 
norant greed which brought on 
the Revolutionary War, but out 
of it sprang the spirit of America 
—~the spirit of liberty for all 
peoples.”
